Proposed Change Would Swear-In 


Governor, Assembly On Same Day 


State Senator Stanlev J. 
Aronoff (R-Cincy), chairman 
of the Senate Elections Com- 
mittee, says that he has 
asked the Legislative Service 
Commission to prepare a 
constitutional amendment for 
him that would require both 
the Governor and the General 
Assembly to be sworn into of- 
fice on the first Monday in 
January. He will introduce the 


amendment when the 
General Assembly recon- 
venes. 


“Under our constitution as 
it presently exists, the Gover- 
nor takes office one week af- 
ter the members of the 
General Assembly. This 
allows a new General As- 
sembly and a lame duck 
Governor to collaborate and 
jam bills through during that 
strange week. It is legal, but 
it frustrates the will of the 


rege. 

“This is the kind of power 
play that is being contempla- 
te in congressional 
redistricting, where a new 
Legislature (Democratic) can

. Governor (Rhodes) by 
rushing through political bills 
while the defeated Governor 
(Gilligan) still technically 

remains in office.

“Whatever the reason in

That old saying about the 
“éhickens coming home ‘to 
roost,” is haunting Ohio's 
black Democrat ‘leaders in 
the wake of former 
Republican Gov. James A. 
Rhodes’. narrow but stunning 
upset of Democrat Gov. John 
= Gilligan at the Nov. 5. elec- 
tion. 

Seething with fear and 
anxiety over the prospects of 
losing some of the black ap- 
pointees under the Gilligan 
administration, including 
many gained at the expense 
of black Republicans, the 
black Democrat leaders have 
begun. __ courting _ black 
Republicans in a frantic effort 
to bail them out of their 
precarious political situation. 

With this thought foremost 
in mind, Rep. Phale D. Hale, 
black Columbus State 
Representative announced 
that he is heading a black 
coalition which will seek a 
conference with blacks 
closely associated with 
Rhodes in an attempt to 
protect the reputed 8100 
blacks hired under the 
Gilligan administration. 

Hale, in a Scripps-Howard 
Newspaper article, was 
quoted as identifying the 
three black Republicans with 
influence with Rhodes as: 

William O. Walker, CALL- 
POST publisher and former 
Rhodes cabinet member; 
Llewellyn. A. (Jack) Coles, 
longtime Rhodes associate 

former vice chairman of 
the Industrial Commission, 
and this reporter, John B. 
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Combs, who was a member 
of Rhodes public relations 


staff during his two four year 
terms. 

Hale, who is serving his 
fifth term in the Ohio House, 
according to the article, fears 
“Republicans might say there 
are not enough Republican 
blacks qualified to fill high 
level state jobs held by black 
Democrats as a rationale for 


“sweeping out blacks.” 


He further expressed’ con- 
cern about the continuation 
of black employment in the 
State, according to the repor- 
ter and added: “Blacks pay 
over a billion in taxes; we 
ought to get our share of 
state jobs.” 

Hale, the article noted, 
said, “we hope to share with 
black Republicans our hope 
that, as an ethnic group, we 
don’t ‘lose in the area of em- 
ployment." These are the 
concerns he will express to 
black Republicans who have 
influence with Gov.-elect 
Rhodes, he said. 

He sere that Walker, 
Coles \and Combs will make 
decisio incerning blacks 
under ‘the. Rhodes ad- 
ministration and said that of

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the 8100 black. appointees, 
187 are key positions. He did 
not anticipate a problem for 
certified black employes, but 
that he is more concerned 
about those high level slots. 

In the high level positions, 
Hale singled out William E. 
Garnes, administrator of the 
Bureau of Employment Ser- 
vices and Bennett J. Cooper. 
director of the Ohio Depart- 
of Corrections. 
Although both men hold 
cabinet status, Hale 
suggested that Rhodes ought 
to consider retaining them in 
the same positions when he 
takes office Jan. 13. 

The Scripps-Howard repor- 
ter quoted Hale as saying: “! 
think Inasmuch as some 
black and white Republicans 
-were held over during the 
Gilligan administration, for_ 
exampie, Cooper, there are 
some black Democrats who 
ought to be held over. 

“It certainly would agonize 
me tremendously, if we end 
up with a whole ethnic group 
pushed back in employment 
from the cabinet level on 
back,” Hale said. 

Hale identified other mem- 
bers of the coalition as: Reps.

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Troy Lee James, Cleveland; 
William Mallory, Cincinnati; 
Senators William Bowen, Cin- 
cinnati; and M: Morris 
Jackson, Cleveland.

Jail House Rape And Murder Raises 
Question Of Safety For Negro Women 


RALEIGH, N.C. -- The 
sexual abuse of Negro 
women in southern jails, 


came to a climax here in the 
slaying of a night jailer by a 
ear old Negro woman in-

The body of Clarence Alli- 
good, (white) 62, night jailer, 
was found stabbed to death 
in the jail cell of Joanne Lit- 
tle, last August. His body, 
when found, was slumped 
over the foot of the woman’s 
cell cot, his feet on the floor. 
He was naked from the waste 


down. The coroner reported 
that the man’s shoes were in 
the jail corridor. He had an 
ice pick in his hand and, 
beneath his body was a 
woman's handkerchief. 

The coroner's report 
showed clear evidence of 
recent sexual activity by the 
jailer. A women's nightgown 
was on the cell floor and a 
night jacket was hanging on 
the cell floor.

Well, | admit that | made a 
mistake of a sort in speaking 
of Her Most Emperial 
Majesty’s album, With Every- 
ig I. Feelin. Me, the way.| 
did. 

If | had been patient -and 
not so anxious | would have 
listened and heard some 
things | missed the first eight 
or fourteen times around. 

It still remains that my 
initial reactions were just 
about accurate, in. that the 
album does have a number of 
technical and musical flaws, 
things that should have not 
been because of who was 
making the album. Now, more 
reposed and less anxious, | 
find “When You Get Right 
Down With It" to be the bliz- 
zard | had originally thought 
it to be. 

Perhaps what gives it that 
special flare is the way she 
changes the essential mean- 
ing of lyricist’s point of view. 
For openers, she changes the 
“to” to “with,” which 
automatically changes the 
odor of this, a stone mess by 
any standards. 

And for continuance, she 
adds those beautiful self— 
overdubbed echoes, and 
finally for closers, her musi- 
cal companions seize the 
right opportunity to make 
themselves just more than ac-. 
companists; they become an 
integral part of the total ef- 
fort. 

Then, too, | still favor “You" 
Move Me,” mainly because it

* than | originally thought it to 
be.

ADDIS ABABA -— His fate 
uncertain, deposed Ethiopian 
fap ao Haile Selassie has 
authorized the transfer of “‘all 
of his personal and family for- 
tune” to help drought victims 
in the country. 

Estimates of his. fortune, 
which is stored in still known 
foreign banks, range from $1 
billion to $15 billion. The bulk 
of his huge wealth is believed 
to be in Swiss banks. 

However, the Swiss govern- 
ment, according to reports, 
has not yet determined 
whether Selassie has any 
money in their banks. 

A Swiss cabinet communi- 
que said that the Swiss 
government will not interfere 
with the new Ethiopian 
government's attempts to find 
the money.

Blacks Get Less 


NEW YORK-Foster-care a- 
gencies handling black 
children get 42 percent less 
funds than agencies handling 
Jewish children and 19 per- 
cent less than those caring 
for Roman Catholic Children. 

The findings are contained 
in two reports released by the 
Metropolitan Applied Re- 
search Center (MAC) and the 
New York City Chapter of the 
National Association of 
Social Workers. 

The reports concluded that 
city-aided foster care ser- 
vices discriminate along 
racial and religious lines. 

Both feports found that 
Jewish cles spent $34.21 
a day ol each may Bre 
agenc’ spend 60 an 
Protestant and nonsecterian 
agencies spend $19.32.

‘What 
could not be sold, the report 
said, would be retained and 
the income would go to 
“benefit the Ethiopian people 
at large.”

‘Integration’ Ritual In 
Columbus Schools 


The Columbus Board of Education 
has again gone through its ritual, 
dating back to the mid 1960's, of 
making noises about increasing in- 
tegrated educational opportunities for 
students. 

If thefe is any differerfce in 
1974, it is the threat of a desegregation 
suit now pending in federal district 
court. 

A direct result of that threat is that 
Students transfering for racial balance 
may now get the transportation they 
should have been getting since the 
open enroliment program was initiated 
in 1967. 

The change is welcome for those af- 
fected but it remains to be seen what 
impact a voluntary plan can have on 
segregation patterns in Columbus 
schools, where 61 percent of all white 
students continue in predominantly 
white schools and 40 percent of all 
nonwhite students continue in pre- 
dominantly non-white schools (school 
system's figures) 

More important than any policy 
statement is what is done to back it up 
if students are to be lured away from 
their neighborhoods in large numbers, 
there must be quality schools for them 
to want to attend 

The board has agreed in principal to 


the concept of magnet schools, schools 
with unique programs that would at- 
tract students from around the city. 

Such alternatives have succeeded in 
other cities and could strengthen the 
school system's educational program, 
as well as enhance integration, if done 
well 


To succeed, however, those schools 
must get the vigorous support of the 
administration, a support which has not 
always been given to schools which 
have attempted to initiate innovative 
programs. 

Another of the recommendations ac- 
cepted by the board last week, on ex- 
changes between black and white 
schools, is almost identical to a board 
policy on cultural exchanges passed in 
1967, when teday’s junior high students 
were entering elementary school. 

If such exchanges have been the 
policy of the school system for the past 
seven years, those junior high students 
will be surprised to know it. 


While the new recommendations on 
integration probably do not go far 
enough to satisty the courts, they do 
give the board and administration an 
Opportunity to begin the integration 
process in positive and creative man- 
ner. The choice is theirs.

THE BIG ROAD

While President Gerald Ford was ir 
Korea and other places, promising 
billions of Amrican dollars to coun- 
tries our people could care’ less about, 
the big corporations were laying 
off hundreds of thousands of workers. 
And, the cost of living was going ever 
higher 

The semantics over recession and 
depression, mean little or nothing to the 
men and women who, on the eve of our 
biggest holiday season, find themselves 
out of work. 

The layotfs are especially serious to 
Negroes, for they are employed 
heaviest in the industries laying off the 
most people; automotive, steet-and-re- 
lated industries. 

While the coal mine strike idied many 
workers, Negro miners are a vanishing 
breed, therefore, we were not too much 
involved. 

As the omnious clouds of depression 
loom on the horizon, | have been in- 
terested in the action (or rather non- 
action) of our black elected officials. 

At the local (city) level, our City 
Councilmen are lackadaisical, to say the 
least. Some are screaming about, im- 
pending layoffs of city workers because 
of the failure of Cleveland's tax levy to 
pass last November. 

| can't take.their lamentations with 
any degree of sincerity, because most 
of these councilmen did nothing to help 
get the levy passed. Yet, every one of 
them knew that_if it didn't pass, there 
would be big layoffs of city workers. 

Aside from these impending city lay- 
offs, Our councilmen have given no 
evidence that a recession-depression, 
whatever you want to call it; is upon us. 

At the state level, our black 
legislators are in recess, but expect to 
return to sessions in Columbus soon. 

So far, all we can hear out of them, is 
that they will try to pass lame-duck 
Congressional reapportionment bill be- 
fore the next governor takes office, Not 
one word out of them relative to what 
they plan to do about the rapidly- 
growing number of unemployed, and 
what they want to do to expand job op- 
portunities for blacks. 

| guess it is expecting too much of 
these legislators to expect them to be 
cognizant of social and economic prob- 
lems. The highest concern of some of 
them, is getting a second-class job for 
somebody, and being on the free end of 
a meal and drinks. 

At the Congressional level, the only 
clamor we've heard, is for the federal 
government to initiate a massive 1975 
style WPA program, with additional 
funds for relief. 


Unquestionably, no other governmen- 
tal program has done so much good for 
so many American citizens as the 
Social Security system. Criticized at its 
inception as “forced insurance,” it has 
provided an umbrella for millions of 
aged and aging Americans, who might 
otherwise find themselves in the direst 
of straits, and probably on welfare of 
one form or another, 

Nevertheless, we can expect some 
wails of agony come 1975, when work- 
ers will notice the increased burden in 
January when additional payroll taxes 
are deducted from their paychecks. 
Beginning January 1, 1975 special 
Security taxes will be levied on the first 
$14,100 of each wage earners income, 
an increase from the present $13,200. 
Most workers, also, will be reluctant to 
admit that this increase also places an 
additional burden upon the employer, 
who must come up with matching con- 
tribution to the fund. 

It is amazing how little many workers 
know about how Social Security works, 
since they must be conscious of what it 
costs them everytime they draw a 
paycheck. Still, when most workers 
reach the effective retirement age, they 
seldom have any idea of just how their 
monthly benefits are calculated. Fur- 
ther, they are largely unaware of how 
both worker contributions and benefits 
have spiraled since 1937, when Social 
Security began. Then, the tax was one 
percent of the first $3,000. with a 
maximum tax of $30. As recently as 
December 1970, it was 4.8 per cent on 
the first $7,800, with a maximum tax of 
$374. Beginning in January the tax will 
be 5.85 per cent on the first $14,100, 
with a maximum tax of $824.85. 

During this last interim the cost of 
living has increased by approximately 
30 percent, while the maximum payroll 
tax has increased by 120 per cent. 

The American worker is getting 
something for his investment. His taxes 
help provide vital protection for his 
family now in case of his death or 
disability. And while his payroll taxes

General Assembly makes any outstanding accom- 
plishments or not, it is certain to set a precedent that 
will merit national attention. There's no question 
about this, for when the session begins Jan. 6, the 
Senate and the House will both have blacks in leader- 
ship positions. 

Democrats, controlling both houses for the first 
time in 16 years, at respective caucuses, picked Sen.

The positions not only give both Jackson and 
Mallory more législative power than any previous 
black Ohio lawmaker has ever held, but they carry 
with them a substantial pay hike, Jackson and 
Mallory’s salaries will jump from the normal $17,500 to 
$22,500 per year.

But there has come a 
democracy to the miners’ 
union in which the men must 
vote on the terms before they 
are accepted. Isn't this a little 
different twist to a law Ohio 
tried to pass some years ago 
which proposed that, in a 
strike situation, an individual 
worker had the right to go to 
work if he did not agree with 
the strike? 

The idea fell by the wayside 
but the democracy that has 
come to the miners’ union on 
strike removed the one man 
bossism and gives the final 
say to the workers in ballot 
form. 

TV flashes. of miner groups 
had the colored man con- 
spicously present. This is one 
of the oldest scenes in labor, 
the colored miner. He has 
been with labor units in many 
fields but in so many others, 
he had the minor job. 

He was there in the 
packinghouse business. But 
he was fully a minor, not in 
the offices, but there digging 
coal and pushing it to 
loading docks with whites. 
He, too, had a right to his say 
on the recent strike vote. 

Another feature of 
democracy showed up in the 
miners’ vote — the terms were 
printed in full so that each 
man had ample time to study 
it to make up his mind. 

This system could hardly 
be incorporated in a com- 
munity, city or state vote on 
special issues but there 
certainly should be a system 
of greatly enlarging the print 
of the issues to be voted on 
so they can be read quickly 
and with greater ease. 

Candidates names for elec- 
tlon, appear in. readable print 
but the issues -- it would take 
a skilled printer to unravel 
the fine print sometimes. 

A lot of issues that are 
enacted by legislative bodies 
should appear on the ballot so 
that the public knows fully 
what they are. Legislative 
bodies, although made up of 
elected representatives, do 
not always perform to the 
electors’ wishes. 

Special interests have men, 
they call them lobbyists, who 
camp around legislative halls 
and chambers and do a great 
deal of influencing of the vote

that may not be, at all what. 
the electors want. We have 
seen it happen. Were there 
not some tainted odors about 
the milk industry and so 
forth? 

In all probability the elec- 
ted. representatives will be 
more faithful to the can- 
stituency's wishes but 
there have times 
when voters have awakened 
to laws they did not want. Bi 
interests sat back in their of- 
fices laughing — they had 
won their best interest point. 

A segment of the black 
population stands to lose in 
the battle of the busing of 
children. Neédiess to say, 
lobbyists had a big hand in it. 
And to go further, there were 
probably colored. lobbyists. 
But, for an issue that touches 
every community so vitally, 
should not such .an issue 
have appeared on the ballot 
in big print? 

The House of Representa- 
tives has declared that no 
government funds shall be 
used to bus children for in- 
tegration purposes. The 
Senate will probably follow 
suit and the administration 
will probably afix the presi- 
dential signature. And the will 
of a resigned president, who’ 
seemed to have secretly 
promised the full fledged 
return of white supremacy — 
still governs. ; 

But, had there been a 
plebecite on it, the people 
would have been able to affix 
their will to the ballot and, al- 
though. the great white vote 
may have swung the vote in 
the same channel as the con- 
gressional vote, the black 
people would have been able 
to vote on it. = 

We have coal coming back

Review ... No subject entered my mind this 


+ week that could diminish the thought of former Cleveland In- 
dian centertielder Larry Doby returning to Tribe as a coach, 


with a promise of a sort that he wou 


be given a shot at 


the team if such an opening materialized. 


The story of Doby 
becoming the first Negro 
coach of the Indians created 
reams of copy from the 
media, who were able to view 
the appointment as a sort of 
continuing love affair, 

After all, Doby was the first 
Negro to sign with and break 
into the starting lineup for an 
American League baseball 
club. 

He went on to star in the 
1948 World Series and for 
years after was a ballhawk of 
the first magnitude leaping 
into fences as he turned extra 
base hits into outs, swatting 
line drives out of the biggest 
ball parks and tossing out 
fleet runners with throws that 
resembled guided missiles 
more so than a piece of hor- 
sehide stuffed with string and 
cork. 

That was the history that 
preceeded Doby when the 
news hit our town last year.

He was a trim athlete with 
speed, grace, agility and 
guts. 

Doby told me how nervous 
he was the first time he don- 
ned an indian uniform. He 
was batting .147 as a pinch 
hitter and was pretty tight, 
but Coach Bill McKechnie of 
the Indians and all time in- 
dian great Tris Speaker aided 


Doby with personalized in- 
struction that launched Doby 
to stardom.

outfield. But by 1948 he was 
snatching skinking line 
drives off the grass tops and 
playing with reckless aban- 
don. 

He was a star of the 1948 
World: Series, which the tribe. 
took from the Boston Braves. 

Like most successful 
athletes, Doby has stayed in 
shape since he was a star at 
Patterson High School. He 
went on to the Great Lakes 
Naval Training Station, near 
Chicago, where he starred on 
the All-Negro team on the 
base. 

Back in those days the 
base had an All-white team 
too. 

From there he played with 
the Newark Eagles and then 
the Indians. 

He was installed in center- 
field in 1948 and against the 
Braves in the series he slam- 
med a mighty home run to 
help pitcher Steve Gromek 
win the game. 

He pocketed $6,772.07 for 
his effort. He was happy then, 
but not now he didn't get his 
shot at managing the Indians.
